The  Night  Courses  in  Commerce  and  Finance  will  begin  on 
Monday,  October  3,  1932,  and  end  Friday,  May  26,  1933. 
Registration  every  night  of  the  week,  September  26th,  from 
7  to  9  P.  M. 

The  tuition  for  one  course  is  $20.00  a  year.  Each  additional 
course  will  be  $10.00.  Registration  fee,  $5.00.  Payments  must 
be  made  semi-annually  in  advance.  No  tuition  will  be  refunded 
except  in  case  of  illness. 

The  passing  mark  is  70;  from  55  to  70  constitutes  a  condi- 
tion and  entitles  one  to  a  second  examination  (fee,  $2.00)  ; 
below  55  is  a  failure. 

The  courses  are  planned  with  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
student  to  pass  the  C.  P.  A.  and  C.  L.  U.  examinations;  four 
years  being  devoted  to  the  C.  P.  A.  work  and  two  to  the 
C.  L.  U.  subjects.

For  the  first  course  of  two  hours  a  week,  $20.00;  each  additional  course 
of  two  hours  a  week  carries  a  fee  of  $10.00,  up  to  $50.00,  which  is  the 
maximum  fee. 

No  student  may  change  a  course  or  withdraw  from  a  course  without 
the  approval  of  the  Dean.  Unless  this  approval  has  been  obtained,  no 
refund  whatsoever  will  be  made  for  withdrawal  from  any  course.
